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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 65-71 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over Smith, 2361506 in view of Laguerre, 3255501 . 

Regarding claims 65-71, Smith discloses the claimed adjustable binding 
strap (10). Smith discloses a variety of locker slots (14, figure 2) ranging from a 
v-shaped slit opening to a circular aperture. However, Smith fails to disclose the 
claimed triangular shaped slot having a longitudinal length larger than the width 
of the binding member and a guiding width at the height of the locker slot being 
at least equal to the width of the binding member. Laguerre discloses having a 
triangular shaped opening slot (figure 2) with a longitudinal length larger than the 
width of the binding member and a guiding width at least equal to the width of the 
binding member, i.e. the guiding width in Laguerre is larger than the width of the 
binding member. The shape and dimensions of Laguerre's locker slot improves 
the efficiency and ease of inserting and adjusting the tail end of the strip into and 
locking with the head end of the strip. Therefore, it would have been obvious to a 
person having ordinary skill in the art to modify Smith's v-shaped slit to be a v- 
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shaped slit with the length of the slit being larger than the width of the binding 
member.
